NOW! 

Now is the time to deal 
with this weed. It is not 
hard “to identify—stands 
about three feet high, 
pretty yellow flower, us¬ 
ually in p cluster, some¬ 
times only a few plants. 
The less there are the 
easier it will be to eradi¬ 
cate it. 

We must have the co¬ 
operation of every farm¬ 
er to control this weed, 
so We hope to see every¬ 
one with a patch of this 
perennial get rid of it by 
some means before it 
sheds seeds—and that 
does not allow for any 
delay. 

A few minutes with a 
shovel will dig it out, 
but to make a perman¬ 
ent job of it use a liberal 
application of Atlacide 
mixed at the rate of 50. 
lbs. to a 45 gal. drum of 
water, then soak the 
plants and the soil be¬ 
neath.
